Preventive measures properly ap- 
plied constitute the best means of 
controlling poultry diseases and 
parasites, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture in Farim- 
ers’ Bulletin 1652-F, Diseases and 


Parasites of Poultry, just issued. 
Che publication describes the vari- 
ous and parasites of do- 
mesticated birds, so the poultry own- 


diseases 


er may recognize them and apply 
the proper contro] method. 


All kinds of poultry are suscep- 
tible to diseases and parasites, most 
of which cause serious loss to flock 
who ignore the danger. 
Among the precautionary measures 
mentioned are the immediate sepa- 
ration of sick birds from healthy 
flocks, frequent removal of drop- 
pings, sanitation of feed and water 
utensils, and the use of clean soil 
in runways for both young and 
old birds. Good disinfectants de- 
dis- 
and 
;s the eggs of parasitic 
As the most severe dam- 
age from parasites occurs among 
young birds, take special care to 
protect them from infection. 

Among the most serious poultry 
diseases described in the bulletin 
are bacillary white diarrhea of 
young chicks and avian tuberculo- 
sig which affects principally old 
birds. Coccidiosis among young 
chicks and blackhead of turkeys are 
mentioned as important parasitie 
diseases. Lice, mites, and worms 
take a heavy toll in many flocks. 
The publication discusses ailments 
such as roup, colds, bronchitis, and 
others resulting from exposure. 

The bulletin is a revision of and 
supersedes a former Farmers’ Bul- 
letin entitled Diseases of Poultry.

Starving Chicks Theory 
Disproved at Cornell 


The popular belief that baby 
chicks should be starved for the 
first 48 to 72 hours to prevent 


bowel trouble has finally been dis- 
proved, according to L. M. Hurd 
of Cornell university. It is now 
definitely known that early feeding 
is not harmful. 

However, delayed feeding is not 
harmful, provided it is not carried 
too far; 72 hours seems to be ahout 
the Hmit. Results from several ex- 


periment stations, including Cor- 
nell, verify this finding. Further- 


more, two pouliry specialists of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, Burt W. Haywang and 
Dr. M. A. Jull, show that early feed- 
ing actually tends to stimtlate yolk 
the chicks 


Under normal conditions it 1s 
best to feed the chicks early or be- 
fore they are 48 hours old; 36 
hours is hetter. If there is any 


special reason for withholding food 
for the first two or three days, it 
‘an be done without stunting the 
chicks. Baby chicks shipped by 
parcel post or by express should 
not be fed before shipping.

NEW PHILCO PLANT 


Foundations are being completed 


and construction work put under 
| way on the new five-story factory 
building on Tioga street, west of C 

Philadelphia, which will 


bring the total floor space to a half 


million square feet for manufac- 


ture of Philco radios. the building, 


located on ground acquired by 


Philco in December, will be com- 


pleted in April 
Its erection was made necessary 
by the demand for additional 


space created by Philco’s entry into 
the automobile radio field. In ad- 
dition to providing manufacturing 
for the Philco-Transitone 
automobile radio, it will provide 
enlarged quarters for both the: en- 
gineering and executive staffs, and 
will be equipper with modern en- 
ginecring and reseavcn laboratories. 

The structure extends 100 feet on 
Tioga street and is 250 feet peed, 
joining the present headquarters 
building on Ontario street. The two 
building will be connected, provid- 
ing a 5000 foot straightaway for as- 
sembly line purposes from Tioga 
Street through to Ontario street. 
Double tracked railroad connect- 
ions for the new building complete 
Philco’s siding facilities and pro- 
vide the company with 1600 feet of 
trackage. 

The most modern principles of 
factory design are embodied in the 
plans. The building is of concrete, 
with brick fire walls. Window space 
is exceptionally large, allowing 
plenty of daylight inside the plant. 
The roof is of sawtooth construct- 
ion, allowing additional daylight 
for the engineering laboratories. 
One of the features of the build- 
ing is the motor truck loading plat 
form. The platform is recessed into 
the building, so that trucks loading 
and unloading are kept entirely off 
the street and do not provide the 
traffic obstruction caused when 
loading and unloading at old-style 
plants. The railroad siding is on 
an embankment, so rail oading will 
be done from the secend floor. 

Automatic conveyors will carry 
sets from floor to floor during pro- 
cess 0 fmanufacture, and will also 
convey goods to both loading plat- 
forms.

covers hundreds of fine old estates 
that have played a part in the 
drama of America. 

Mount Vernon, the home of homes 
in American history, has been de 


scribed and pictured innumerable 
times. Monticello. second only to 
Mount Vernon in its sacredness 


as a shrine, unrivaled in its perfec- 
tion of Jine, angle and curve, unsur- 
passed in the magnificence of its sit- 
uation, has also been described by 
many pens. Arlington, with its 
memories of Robert E. Lee and its 
Valhalla soldier dead round about, 
third Virginia estate well 
known to all readers. 

But Westover—what fairer spot 
is there than this fine old home, 
with its memories of the second 
William Byrd and his fair daughter 
Evelyn? The emerald clasp of the 
golden necklace of the James, it 
has been called. As one sits on 
that glorious lawn, with its mag- 
inficent trees, two centuries oid, his- 
tory recreates itself.

Courtly cavaliers in brilliant 
coats, flowing ruffles, satin knee 
breeches, and with silver shoe 


buckles, jeweled swords, and golden 
snuff boxes, gather there and pay 


court to lovely ladies with pow- 
dered hair, patches, fans, and 
dresses of flowered brocade, who 


come and go as in the days when 
William Byrd I] was known as the 
Black Swan and Evelyn’s beauty 
was the toast of two continents. 
We see again William Byrd III, in 
his searlet regimentals riding off 


| +o his command in the French and 


Indian war, or in his lordly coach- 


| and-six with liveried outriders, go- 


ing with his ladies to visit their 
neighbors at Shirley and Brandon 
and other seats of the “River 
Barons.” 

Then comes the Revolution, with 
its visiting burgesses to discuss the 
patriot cause; with its youthful 
Continenta: officers in their buff 
and blue uniforms to pay court to 
the fairest of the fair; with its gal- 
lant French officers to lay siege to 


the hearts of Virginia belles. It

And then comes the Civil war.

Who that has visited Shirlev could 


ever forget this fine old three-

For nearly two cen- 
it has sheltered hundreds 
who have played distinguished roles 
in the drama of American history. 
Here came, to wed the lovely Eliza- 
beth Hill, John Carter, son of “King” 
Carter of Corotoman who owned a 
quarter of a million acres of Vir- 
ginia’s choicest land and built a 
dozen baronial seats for his many 
sons and daughters; and here also 
eame Light Horse Harry Lee to 
woo and win the fair Anne Hi!] Car- 
ter. 

Brandon, seat of the Virginia 
Harrisons—who can describe its 
simple beauty, with its two wings, 
its central structure connecting 
them, and its delightful garden, as 
it has been restored to its present 
owner? 

One wishes that he could teke 
his readers on a ramble around Wil-

liamsburg, visiting the house of 
George Wythe, teacher of Thomas 
Jefferson, John Marshall, James

eolonial gems come down through 
the ages to us. 

Above Richmond is Tuckahoe, 
with its one-room schoolhouse 


where Thomas Jefferson received 
his grammer-grade schooling: with 
its magnificent box maze, where he 
played hide and seek with his little 
Randolph cousins; and its H-type 
house—one wing for the family and 
the other for guests. On the up- 
per James, *oo, stand Bremo and 
Elk Hill, Wiiliamsville and Hickory 
Hil}, rich in history and radiant 
with romance. 
On the Upper Neck. 

But the Northern Neck calls us. 
Here is Sabin hall, with a situation 
as beautiful and a garden as de- 
lightful as can be found in ah 
America. “King” Carter built it 
for his son Landon, one of whose 
wives was Maria Byrd of West- 
over. 

At Mount Airy, with its three 
houses grouped about a centrai axis 
and connected by curved, cevered 
ways, alwayg have lived the Tay- 
loes, interma ‘ried with the Platers 
and the Ogles of Maryland. The 
race horses of Governor Ogle and 
those of Colonel Tayloe were the 
most famous of the early American 
turf, and Colonel Tayloe’s race 
track brought the elite of two colo- 
nies together. 

Farther up the Northern Neck we 
come to Stratford, ancestral home 
of the Lees of Virginia. From its 
precincts went two signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. De- 
scendants of the original owner 
have included governors of Virginia 
and Maryland, generals in four 
wars, members of the constitutional 
conventions, and many another 
whose name graces the pages of 


; American history. 


Today it stands as a pitiful relic 
of some-time glory, but a Connec- 
ticut chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy has recently ac- 
quired it and is making plans for 
its restoration to the aspect of the 
days when Richard Henry Lee, 
Francis Light/vot Lee, Light Horse 
Harry Lee, and Robert E. Lee were 
born. 

On the north bank of the Rap- 
pahannock, at Fredericksburg, 
stands Chatham, the home of the 
Fitzhughs. There George Washing- 
ton courted Martha Custis, there 
Robert E. Lee courted Mary Ran- 
dolph Curtis, there Abraham Lin- 
eoln visited the Army of the Poto- 
mac. 

And across the river is the little 
home where lived Mary Washing- 
ton, mother of the First President. 

Where Mary Washington Lived. 

When George Washington reached 
maturity and left the Ferry farm, 
where he had spent most of his 
tender years after leaving Wake- 
field, his sister Betty invited their 
mother to come to Kenmore, near- 
by, which Fielding Lewis had built 
for his bride. Her answer was: 
“My wants are few. I feel perfect- 
ly competent to take care of my- 
self.” She moved, instead. to the 
little cottage because “George 
thought it best.” 

History raises the curtain and 
gives us a glimpse of her life there. 
Her daughter frets at not nearing 
news of her brother George ar the 
front, and is admonished that “the 
sister of the commanding general 
should be an example of faith and 
fortitude.” Lafayette visited her. 
He enters her garden by the side 
gate and finds her raking leaves 
and wearing a linsey-woolsey dress 
and a broad-brimmed hat over a 
pleated undercap. She takes his 
hand in both hers. “Ah, mar- 
quis,” she exclaims, “you have come 
But I can 


‘make you welcome without chang- 


ing my dress.” 

Speaking of this visit later, La- 
fayette declared that he hed seen 
“the oniy Roman mother living at 
this day.” 


The Cheyenne 


A band of Cheyenne in full pan- 
oply must have been one of the 
finest sights of 
the plains. We 
can imagine 
them as they 


rode along; 
war-bonnetted, 

armed with 

their deadly 

bows and= ar- 

rows, lances, 

and stone-head- 

ed clubs, carry- 

ing cireular 

buffalo - hide 

shields, and 

above all, every 

part of their 

outfit, even to 

Sener ns. hoods on the 
ponies’ heads, richly ornamented 


with beading, quillwork, and feath- 
ers. 
A Cheyenne village, too, must 
have been interesting, for the con- 
ical tipis were painted with scenes 
of battle or the chase, There were 
large herds of horses, kept nearby 
for raiding enemies—and this was 
a perfectly legitimate fear, as no 


doupt most of these very horses 

had been acquired by the same 

method. ; 
Although typical of the plains 


tribes, the Cheyenne were not al- 
Ways horse-Indians, hunters of 
buffalo. It is said that they once 
lived in Minnesota and on the Mis- 
souri river, where they were an 
agricultural people and made pot- 
tery. The Chippewa, however, be 
gan to press the Sioux. their neigh- 
bors. westward, and the Sioux 
crowded the Cheyennes until final 
ly they found themselves upon the 
plains, and adapted their lives to 
the changed environment. 

The travois aided them in their 
travels; a network lashed on two 
poles, which were tied to a pony 
and dragged behind on the ground. 
And when rivers must be crossed, 
the “bull-boat,” of buffalo hide 
stretched on a frame, proved prac- 
ticable. From this it will be seen 
that the Cheyenne were a versatile 
race, who found means of doing 
what necessity dictated. 


Now, however, a change came 
upon them. Drifting west and 


south, they came to a fork of the 
Platte river, in South Dakota, 
where they settled. Perhaps, had 
they stayed there, they might have 
cast back into their past, and 
brought forth the old arts of agri- 


eulture and pottery making, to 
modify the nomadic. hunting life 


they had adopted. 

In 1832, however, Bent’s fort was 
established on the Arkansas river 
in Colorado, and a large part of 
the tribe decided to move into the 
vicinity of the new fort. This end- 
ed the tribe as a whole, as it split 
definitely by treaty, and became 
the Northern and the Southern 
Cheyenne. 

The character of these people, to 
this day, is proud, contentious, 
and brave to desperation, and the 
division of the tribe did not miti- 
gate their warlike tendencies in 
the least. The Kiowa, who resent- 
ed the encroachment of the South- 
ern Cheyenne, furnished 
branch with foes for eight years, 
when peace was finally declared. 
In 1853, the Southern Cheyenne 
went so far as to make a raid into 
Mexico, but this ended disastrous- 
ly, as they lost all but three men 
of the war party. They kept a 
prominent place in border warfare, 
and this caused constant loss 
among their warriors. The Chiv- 
ington massacre and a battle with 
Custer in 1868 further weakened 
them, and after the outbreak of 
the southern tribes in 1874-5, they 
surrendered. and were placed on a 
reservation in Oklahoma. In 1901-2 
the lands of the Southern Cheyenne 
were alloted in severalty, and they 
are now American citizens. It is 
said that they are decreasing in 
numbers; peace evidently does not 
agree with them. 

The Northern Cheyenne have 
had almost as eventful an exist- 
ence. They joined with the Sioux 
under Sitting Bull, and were active 
in Custer’s last fight. Later in the 
same year, another battle with the 
whites under Mackenzie caused 
them to surrender. They were 
sent to the reservation in Oklaho- 
ma, but they were unhappy there. 
The fighting Cheyennes” were not 
fond of peace, although bound to 
observe it, and, too, that part of 
the country was strange to them. 
They made several attempts to es- 
cape; in the winter of 1878 a band 
composed of some 98 men and. 146 
women and children made a des- 
perate effort to get away. They 
were pursued almost to the Dako. 


ta border, and in the fight rost 
about forty, mostly warriors, in- 
cluding one of their leaders. The 


eaptured runaways were taken to 
Fort Robinson, Nebraska, and here 
they made a second attempt, in 
which 32 more of their people were 
killed. Little Wolf, one of the 
leaders of this enterprise, managed 
to get away and about sixty of the 
Northern Cheyenne followed him. 

They were never content with 
their Oklahoma homes. Let the 
Southern part of the tribe accept 
them—the Northern division would 
still tight. After much unrest they 
were finally moved to their pres. 
ent home in Montana, where they 
are slowly increasing and seem to 
be content.

This marvelous one-man fighting plane was tested at the Gloster 
Aircraft company’s field, near Gloucester, England. The machine, which 
reaches a speed of 200 miles an hour in level flight, is virtually a flying 
gun-platform, with six-machine guns, controlled in unison from the 
pilot’s cockpit, so arranged that the bullets converge in a cone of fire 
a few hundred yards from the machine.
